Cable from Manila Announces a Se- 
vere Engagement in Which 
the Insurgents Got All 
the Worst of the 
Struggle. 


New York, March %—The World will 
tomorrow print the following Manila cable 
under date of March Mth: 


“A gweeping victory over Aguinaldo’s 
forces has just been won by the United 
States troops. 

“The total American loss is estimated at 
about 100, including both the killed and 


wounded. 
“The Filipino loss is between 300 and 
400,” 
No Information at War Department. 
Washington, March 26.—At 2:15 this mom- 
ing the war department was without in- 
formation from Manila, General Corbin 
stating that no advices had been received 
of the fighting. | 


ARE ACTIVE NEAR MALABON. 


Insurgents Seen To Be Preparing for 
a Desperate Struggle. 

Manila, March 24—The enemy are ex- 
4temely active in the vicinity of Malabon 
‘ preparirty defenses, evidently anticipating 
an attack. They keep well under cover. 
A small body of rebels, however, emerged 
from the jungle on the left yester-

The Oregon volunteers and the Twenty- 
second regulars marched to the front to- 
day. The Third and Seventeenth regiments 
have disembarkcd from the Sherman. Gen- 
eral H. G. Otis’s brigade struck their tents 
this morning, and an early move is prob- 
able. 

Sixteen English refugees arrived here 
yesterday from Dagupan, the railroad 
terminus, on board the steamer Saturnus. 
They report that the natives are generally 
friendly, and the officers invariably 
courteous. 

Mr. Higgins, manager of the railroad, 
and about a dozen unmarried men in charge 
of various business interests declined to 
take advantage of the opportunity to leave. 
Nothing has been heard from the two 
American planters at Calumpit since hos- 
tilities began, 

According to Filipino accounts, a thou- 
‘sand Americans have been killed, the fa- 
talities being especially heavy at Caloocan, 
where the United States troops “rushed 
like madmen against a storm of bullets.’ 

Two Spanish prisoners, who have escaped 
from Polo to the lines of the Kansas regi- 
ment, report that the Filipinos have con- 
centrated their forces at Malabon and 
Polo. They add that only Aguinaldo’s 
body guard is a§ Malolos, and that the 
rebel leaders apparently intend to stake 
their fortunes on a fight at Malabon, where 
it was expected an engagement would 
take place yesterday. If defeated, it is 
further asserted, the rebels intend to dis- 
perse to the swampa and mountains. The 
rebels were putting their bolos in front, 
believing that the bolo men’s charms will 
avert the bullets. The bolos.of the Fill- 
pinos greatly outnumber the rifles in their 
hands. The rebels are further said to have 
admitted that they could not stand the 
American shells and bayonet charges. ° 

The escaped Spaniards corroborated the 
etories told of food shortage among the 
rebels, and they added that their hospitals 
are short of supplies. 


WILL CRUSH AGUINALDO’S ARMY 


Otis Is Now Preparing for His Final 
Advance Upon Insurgents. 
Washington, March 24.—It is understood 
here that General Otis has so far matured 
his plans of campaign that within a week 
or ten days he will be able to begin the 
movement which is expected to mark the 
destruction of Aguinaldo’s army. | 
Although stragglers and fugitives may 
infest the army of Luzon for some time, 
it is believed that aftér Otis has delivered 
his next blow the insurgent army, as an 
organization, will have ceased to exist. 
The new movement will be, it is under- 
stood, ‘by a combined land and water at- 
tack, though itis not expected that the 
navy’s part in the programme will be par- 
ticularly prominent. 
Otis has procured thirteen of the gun- 
boats formerly owned by the Spanish gov- 
ernment, and these are to play an im- 
portant part in the «development of the 
campaign. 
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/REED LEAVES FOR FLORIDA. 


OF THE PRESIDENT. 
Just as He Preceded Mr. McKinley to 
Jekyl—His Movements Consid- 
ered Mysterious. 


Brunswick, Ga., 
Speaker Reed left for points in Florida to 
day. Cornelius Bliss left for New York at 
the same time. The fact that Speaker Reed 
went to Florida was the occasion of much 
surprise to every one. It has set the politi- 
clans guessing again. 

Speaker Reed will arrive in Florida just 
a few hours ahead of President McKinley. 
He arrived on Jekyl just a few hours ahead 
of the presidential party. The query that 
naturally arises is, what does he mean? It 
is not believed that he intends to embar- 
rass the administration by his sudden ap- 
pearance at places the president is booked 
for, yet it is certain that Reed knew of the 
president’s expected trip to Jekyl just as he 
knows of his contemplated trip to Florida. 

If there was any unfriendliness between 
the speaker, the president and Mr. Hanna 
at Washington, that feature did not extend 
to Jekyl. These three were as cordial as cir- 
cumstances would permit at Jekyl and the 
arm in arm walk through the Jekyl apart- 
ment house by the speaker and Hanna cer- 
tainly indicates that the two are on espe- 
cially good terms.

MOTHER AND TWO SONS PERISH 


Three Bodies Are Buriei While the 
Fourth Is Held for Instructions 
of Relatives. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 2%.—In a fire this 
morning at Mre. EB B. ‘Nolen’s boarding 
house at 104 Court street, there was a 
property loss of not more than $2,500, but 
four lives were lost and six people were 
more or less seriously injured. 

The dead are: 

MRS. LILLY CHAPIN, 
years old. 

ROY CHAPIN, ten. 

. CHPSTER CHAPIN, four, 

THOMAS BULL, sixty. 

The injured are: 

Miss Katie Loyd, internal injuries and 
elight burns. 

Preston Loyd, severely burned about face 
and hands. 

Paul Martin, severely burned about face, 
hands and neck. 

Robert Campbell, leg brofken. 

Mrs. C. A, McMillan, prostrated by nerv- 
ous shock. 

Diggs Nolen, twelve years old, slightly 
burned about the face. 

Mrs. Nolen’s boarding house was patron- 
ized by regular boarders, ag well as by 
roomers and transients. At the time of 
the fire there were twenty-one people in 
the house. 

The fire originated in the front room on 
the first floor of the building. A fire from 
the grate ignited the hanging curtains in 
the early part of the night and a prompt 
response by the fire department succeeded 
in extinguishing the flames without dam- 
age. The guests retired at the usual hour. 
At an early hour this morning flames were 
seen issuing from the house and the in- 
mates wildly rushing about in a frantic 
effort to escape, Tine department again 
responded promptly and after the fire was 
under control the search revealed the char- 
red bodies of the dead. 

In one of the front rooms on the second 
ficor the bodies of Mrs. Chapin and her 
two little sona were found. These died of 
suffocation. They were only slightly burn- 
ed. In the rear room on the same floor 
was found the body of Bull. The aged 
man had died in a heroic attempt to save | 
the life of Mrs. Chapin and her little chil- 

pres “a horrfhle spectacle. 
eyes were turned out, and one looking at 
his charred remains could not tell whether 
he had been a white man or a negro. 

The bodies of the dead were removed 
to Stanley’s undertaking establishment. 
Mrs. Chapin and her two sons were buried 
this afternoon and Bull’s body will be held 
until his relatives in St. Louis can be 
heard from. 

Mrs. C. A. McMillan, an aged woman, 
Was rescued, but is suffering from nervous 
prostration, and it is feared she may not 
recover from the shock. Mrs. Katie Loy‘1’s 
burns are serious, but the remainder of the 
injured guests are doing well and will re- 
cover,

Blacks and Whites Are Both Armed, and 
a Clash May Come 
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Justice of the Peace Molds an Inques 
and a Verdict Is Returned of 
“Death from Natural 
Causes or Were Frozen ~ 
to Death.”’ 


Texarkana, Ark., March 2%.—Details of 
the wholesale lynchings reported to have 
occurred in Little River county are slow 
in coming in. Tiree More dead negroes 
have been found in Red river bottoms be- 
tween New Boston, Tex., and Rocky Com- 
fort, Ark.; two of them—Joe King and 


| Moses Jones—having been hanged or shot 


to death. . 

The third body was stripped entirely 
naked when found. 

A justice of the peace held an inquest 
over these. bodies and a verdict was fre- 
turned by the jury declaring that the men 
"oame to their death from natural causes 
or were frozen to death,” 

The verdict is regarded as a grewsome 


joke. 

There. is some doubt as to where these 
lynchings occurred, it being near the state 
line. The inquest was held by a Texas 
justice of the peace. 

Joe King is one of the negroes who was 
whipped by a crowd of whites Wednes- 
day near Rocky Comfort. Just after the 
lynching of Duckett, a constable went to 
King and told him that Duckett had been 
lynched for the assassination of Farmer 
@ that he knew all 
about the. 


er and aiso intimated that others would 
be killed before the matter was settled. A 
crowd of ignorant whites soon had King 
in charge and took him to the woods, 
where he was thoroughly whipped and re- 
leased. It is not known where or by whom 
he was afterwards strung up, but he no 
doubt fell into the hands of one of the 
lynching parties that were organized after 
the plots of the negroes to start a race 
war were unearthed. 

John Johnson was whipped by the same 
crowd ‘who took King in hand, and as he 
has not been accounted for since, it is be- 
lieved that he met his death at the end 
of a rope somewhere in the vicinity of 
Red river. 

Many sensational reports are reaching 
here today from the scene of the disturb- 
ance, but very little authentic information 
can be gathered. 

One report states that the whites are 
still in organized posses hunting the ne- 
groes tin the revolutionary organization 
with the avowed purpose of swinging them 
up wherever found. Another report says 
that the negroes are recovering from their 
terror and are securing arms and threaten- 
ing vengeance on the whites. If this proves 
true serious trouble may result. 

General Duckett, the first man hanged, 
was a power among the negroes and had 
many followers. 

A colored man wha, atrivell here yoday 
from Wilton says that every negro in the 
neighborhood of Rocky Comfort and Rich- 
mond have left their homes and are afraid 
to return. A large number of them have 
crossed Red river and gone into Bowie 
county, Texas. He says more negroes have 
been killed than have yet been reported. 

A correspondent visited Little River coun- 
ty today and endeavored to get the facts 
in regard to the trouble between the whites 
and the blacks there, but found it a very 
dificult undertaking. The white citizens 
are very reticent and are apparently not 
willing to give any news for publication. 
The part of the county through which 
the correspondent traveled was quiet to- 
day and there was no outwarm indication 
of any further trouble. It was impossible 
to learn how many negroes had really been 
lynched, as nearly all the colored popula- 


bottoms, where most of the lynchings are 
said to have occurred, was not visited, but 
four negroes are known to have fallen 
victims to the mob’s wrath. 

The few remaining negroes in that part 
of the country traveled through by the 
correspondent are still in a state of great 
excitement and fear more trouble. They 
talk excitedly of the occurrences of the 
past few days and assert positively that a 
. dozen or more men have been killed in the 
Red river bottoms, mentioning names of 
Negroes who have disappeared since the 
lynching of Duckett to substantiate their 
assertion. Two wagon loads of blacks ar- 
rived in Texarkana today from Littie River 
county.

Pittsburg, Pa., March 24.—Hon. Francis 
Pierpont, the first governor of West Vir- 
ginia, died tonight tn this city at the resi- 
dence of his daughter, Mrs. W. ‘H. Siveter, 
after an illness of several days. 

Funeral services will be held at his 
daughter’s residence on Sunday at 4 p. m., 
after which the remains will be taken to 
Fairmont, W. Va., for interment Monday. 

Ex-Governor Pierpont was the union gov- 


ginia organized in Wheeling at the out- 
break of the war by the citizens of what 
is now West Virginia, and who then op- 
Posed the secession. He was the principal 
agitator of the division of the state before 
the war.and a prime mover in the organi- 
zation of West Virginia and has since been 
known asthe father of that state. He 
was born at Fairmont June 2, 1814, in the 
pioneer days of that part of the state and 
worked on his father’s farm; was educated 
at Allegheny college and afterwards 
taught school in Mississippi, during which 
time he studie@ and became a leading law- 
yer on his return to ‘Fairmont. 

Ex-Governor Pierpont took an active part 
in public affairs, became an abolitionist and 
advocated that doctrine openly. He also 
agitated the division of the state of Vir- 
ginia, the counties of the western portion 
not being in accord with those of the east- 
ern part for various reasons. The feeling - 
was high and the war brought the oppor- | 
tunity, Governor ‘Pierpont being the prin- 
cipal Jeader. The campaign was finally 
consummated when the state was admitted 
to the union in 1843. 

Governor Pierpont moved the Virginia 
union government archives to Alexandria, 
Va., where he remained until the fall of 
Richmond and reorganized the state at the 
close of the war. He then returned to-his 
home and had since lived a retired life 
“most of the time,

Thomas G. Hughes, brother of the dead 
man, was the next witness. He got to his 
brother’s house about an hour or so after 
the shooting. Mattie. went to George on 
the bed and kissed him. George said: 
“Mattie, that’s the first time you've done 
that in two years.”” Mrs. Hughes said she 
didn’t go to do it, and George replied: 
“Well, Mattie, why did you say so often 
that you would do it?’’ George said he 
would forgive her, but he couldn’t say it 
was an accident. 

Cross-examination: Mrs. 
not crying that night? (At this Mrs. 
Hughes began to weep, and rubbed her 
eyes with her fists.) Witness admitted he 
telephoned to Greenville. for a lawyer to 
prosecute Mrs. Hughes, even before his 
brother died.

Says Spanish Sentiment Expressed 
' Gomes from a Few Subjects 
of Spain. — 


Washington, March %—The new Mexi- 
can ambassador, Senor Don Manuel Azpi- 
roz, who succeeds the late Senor Romero, 
arrived in Washington today. He left 
the City of Mexico on the llth, stopping 
at El Paso and St, Louis, where he was 
handsomely entertained by the commercial 
bodies and the Spanish-American citizens. 

Senor Azpiroz will be the first represen- 
tative of Mexico to present credentials of 
the high rank of ambassador, for while 
Senor Romero was commissioned to that 
rank he died oh the day set for the pre- 
sentation of his credentials. 

The new ambassador was seen at th? 
Mexican embassy shortly after his ar- 
rival today, and ,.talked interestingly on 
current questions between the United 
States and Mexico. He speaks English 
fairly well. 

“Naturally my main purpose in com- 
ing to Washington,”’ said the ambassador, 
‘is to strengthen the good relations be- 
tween the United States and Mexico in 
every way possible, and in particular to 
develop the trade and commerce which 
two good neighbors should have with each 
other. I notice that your papers reproduce 
Mexican press comments on the recent ut- 
terances of Cecil Rhodes, prophesying the 
absorption by the United States of Central 
and South American countries. But this 
press comment is purely ugofficial and in 
no way reflects the views of the govern- 
ment. Mr. Rhodes is an interesting char- 
acter and the papers were quick to seize 
upon his utterance and give it Much sig- 
nificance. But it is nothing mote than the 
opinion of any private individual and re- 
eeives no serious attention beyond that. 
Throughout Mexico the press and public 
are sincerely friendly to the great republic 
to our north.” | 

The ambassador’s attention was called to 
the statements of Correé Bspanol, pub- 
lished at Mexico City, in reference ta 
American depravity in Cuba. 

“That is a Spanish paper,’’ sald he, ‘‘and 
the views expressed are merely those of 
the Spanish element. Under our liberal 
laws, giving freedom of speech and. free- 
dom of the press, considerable latitude is 
allowed in editorial discussion, just as it 
is under the enlightened laws of fhe Unit-

attached to the utterantes simply because 
they are made in Mexico City, Only u

Serior Azpiroz éxplained thdt Kis ‘refer- 
ence to closer reciprocal relatiions between 
the two countries did not relate to any 
formal move for a reciprocity treaty under 
the. Dingley law, but Was merely expres- 
sive of his general purpose to foster reci- 
rical.trade. This trade, he said, ran far 
into the millions and was growing con- 
stantly. Mexico. bought the bulk of her 
goods from the United States instead of 
from European countries. He pointed out 
that the great minirg, mineral and agri- 
cultural resources of his country created 
a large demand for American goods, and 
the people wanted our machinery and all 
th appliances of industry, preferring them 
to those of other countri€és. With the ex- 
tension of the railroad systems betwetn the 
two countries, mutual exchange was sure 
to increase and the nations brought into 
closer trade relations, 

Referring to President Diaz, the ambas- 
sador said: | 

“The president is enjoying the best of 
health. He has remarkable vigor for a 
man of his years. Although now about 
sixty-nine, he looks twenty years younger 
and he has the same vitaHty of mind and 
body that has served to give Mexico such 
wonderful impetus under his administra- 
tion. It is not too much tO say that the 
country has made more progress in the 
last twenty years than she made in the 
entire period of her existence before then. 
And this great stride has been made large- 
ly through the statesmanship of President 
Diaz. It may be said that the United 
States and Mexico are walking hand in 
hand, one representing the highest type of 
Anglo-Saxon and the other of Latin civili- 
zation.”’ 

The ambassador speaks in high terms of 


r the Americans in Mexico and says th; 


country invites them as citizens and in- 
vestors. The American colony at Mexico 
City numbers about 500, and Americans are 
scattered all through the country, develop- 
ing the railways and mines.

TO NSE MADBIO MISSION TOEMBASS 


President McKinley and Some of the 
Thomasville Party Made a Fly- 
ing Trip to Tallahassee and 
Are Royally Enter- 
tained. 


Thomasville, Ga., March 24.—(Special.)— 


The administration will not decide upon 
ifs permanent policy respecting the Phil- 
ippines until the Schurman commission re- 
ports. ' 

It feels that its present knowledge of 
the islands is too indefinite as a basis for a 
fixed policy. Morédver, an immediate de- 
cision is felt to be needless since, for the 
present, the only problem is the restora- 
tion of law anda order and the establish- 
ment of stable peaceful conditions. 

This and the appointment of a diplo- 
matic representative at Madrid -are two 
of the most important matters remaining 
open, 

The Madrid mission probably will be 
raised -to-an enibassy soon after payment 
of the $20,000,000 indemnity and a man of 
the highest qualifications and attainments 
chosen’ forthis delicate and important 
post. General Woodford may not be the 
new envoy, owing to the fact that New 
York ‘already has such an undue propor- 
tion -of the highest diplomatic appoint- 
ments. , 

President McKinley and quite a large 
party made a flying trip to Tallahassee, 
Fla., toddy. Vice President Hobart has 
not been well, never having recovered from 


_ the results of an.attack of grip last win- 
_ter, so he and Mrs, Hobart remained be- 


hind. 

A special train was provided by the 
Plant system and including two Pullmans, 
one extra coach and.a baggage car. It 
left Thomasville shortly afftr 10 o’clock. 

Among the president’s guests on the ex- 
cursion were Captain Metcalfe,.a retired 
army officer, and president of the Country 
Club of Thomasville; C. B. Parsons and 
Mrs. Parsons, of St. Joseph, Mo.; J. Wy¥- 
man Jones, Charles Chapin, George M. 
Stone, of Cleveland; Major Wylie and Mrs. 
8. G. McLendon, attorney of the Plant sys- 
tem, and wife; Senator and Mrs. Hanna 
and the Misses Hanna. 

Assistant Secretary Cortelyou and Dr. 
Rixey, the family physician, also went 
along. 

At Monticello, the aome of Senator Pas- 
co, that gentleman and his family greeted 
the president. The senator could not pro- 
ceed to Tallahassee, but by invitation the 
two Misses Pasco and a young son be- 
came thembers of the presidential party. 

At Tallahassee the party was received 
by Governor Bloxham and a local commit- 
tee. The town had been elaborately deco- 
rated in honor of the president. Salutes 
were fired, an escort provided, a regular 
programme carried out and the. visit was 
made more of a ceremonious affair that 
any feature of the present southern trip. 

The party was driven fiest to the state 
capitol, where a large crowd from the 
town and surrounding country nad assem- 
bled. On the portico of the statehouse: the 
entire party, including the governor and 
the Floridian committee, were  photo- 
graphed. After a brief rest, during which 
flie ladies of the party were presented im- 
mense bouquets of beaeuwtiful violets, the 
party was driven to the Leon house, where 
an informal public reception was held by 
the entire party and an elaborate lunch 
served to about one hundred persons. 

Governor Bloxham sat on the right of 
the preskient ang Judge Raney on his 
left. 

Then followed drives to points of in- 
terest and a visit by the president to a 
large negro college having about 300 stu- 
dents. A band of music, a local military 
company and organigations of the gstu- 
dents were assembled in the president’s - 
honor. . . 

No speech-making occurred in Tallahas- 
see. The party left there at 3:30 and ar- 
rived ia Thomasvilie at 5:40. An effort is 
making to induce the president to visit 
Tampa. He is disinclined to make the 
trip and unless he changes his mind will 
be in Washington late next Tuesday.

Postmaster General Declares Changes 
Produced Are Wonderful. 


SAYS GOOD WORK WILL GO ON 


He Declares United States Is Not Yet | 
Ready To Leave the Island. 


WILL ESTABLISH GOVERNMENT FIRST 


Philadelphian Thoroughly Satisfied 
with the Revolution Produced by 
American Officers.

Havana, March 4:—United States Post- 
master Géheral Charles Emory Smith, who 
arrived here last Saturday to take a special 
look at the work of the department of 
posts before sailing for the United States, 
today said in an interview with a corre- 
spondent of the Associated «Press regard- 
ing the results of his trip: 

“My direct and immediate purpose in 
coming here Was t6 examine into the postal 
service of the island as it has been in- 
herited and organized and see what its re- 
quirements are. But, of course, my eyes” 
and ears have been open and I have been 
very much interested in my observations 
and confrences of a more geriera! charac- 
ter. I am gratified and even surprised to 
find how much has already been done here 
by the American representatives. 

“T aid not seé what Havana was under 
the former rule, but I have had an oppor- 
tunity at some points of specially noting 
the contrast with present conditions and 
I assure you it is of the most signal char- 
acter. I have seen houses ripped up and 
laid open, as it were, and I have seen 
houses of the same kind next door where 
renovation and feconstruetion had been 
wrought. The difference is that between 
mediaevalisém and high modern civilization. 
The change of safiitary conditions is 
enormous. No one can begin to appreciate 
without personal observation what has 
been accomplished here by American in- 
tervention in the saving of life and the 
improving of health conditions. 

‘The military governor, General Brooke, 
and his associates have taken tip the work 
of administration with great capacity and 
judgment. I have had considerable oppor- 
tunity of seeing what General Brooke has 
Inaugurated and accomplished. I believe 
that every American, if he could personal- 
ly see and understand it, would be deeply 
gratified with this work. Genefal Brooke 
has been @éliberate, considerate and well 
poised and at the same time he has been 
firm and decided. He has carefully gather- 
ed the ‘best information from the most 
trustworthy sources and has applied it to 
present conditions with excellent judgment. 
He has called Cuban councillors about 
him, ‘but bas kept the determination of im- 
mediate questions in hia own hands and 
has. labored faithfully and successfully to 
carry out the spifit and purpose of Presi- 
dent McKinley’s instructions and policy. 

“General Brooke is re-establishing the 
civil machinery in Cuba on just lines and 
is carefully providing for the equitable ad- 
justment of pergonal and -property rights, 
as wéll as fdr publie protéction. He’ has 
just completed the organization of a su- 
preme court which becomes the-appellate 
tribunal and under which the law will be 
justly administered. All branches of the 
Civil administration are being taken up in 
the same careful way. 

‘““Here in the city of Havana Major Gen- 
eral Ludlow hag shown great vigor and a 
radical reformation of police and sanitary 
arrangements is going on. My only op- 
portunity of observation outside of Havana 
during this hirried trip has been in Ma- 
tanzas, where Major Genera] Wilson is in 
Command. His large public experience and 
military capacity are illustrated in the im- 
provement which has been effectéd there 
and in the admirable relations which he 
has established with the Cuban people. 

“The- thing that is now needed is a gen- 
eral understanding that those conditions 
are to continue. The development of the 
island and even a general feeling of se- 
curity are retarded by uncertdinty as to 
the futute. There ig a lack of understand- 
ing in many quarters that the United 
States authorities will remain long énough 
to establish and insufe a stable govern- 
ment. This uncertainty generates distrust 
and hesitation in enterprise and general 
business rehabilitation. The impression 
heeds to be diffused in Cuba that the 
United States, having expelled the old gov- 
ernment, will accept the responsibility of 
leading the way to the creation of a new 
government of such a character as will 
command universal confidence and support, 
because fully capable of assuring perfect 
peace and order and the ful] administration 
of law and justice and that the United 
States will remain long enough, whatever 
time may be necessary, to see that this is 
effectively done. 

‘Let me say a word of the postal ser- 
vice. It was found to be of the most crude 
disorganized and inefficient character. It 
will be a work of some little time to re- 
construct it completely and to make it 
Such a service ag exists in the United 
States; but thie will be accofaplished, Colo. 
nel Rathbone, who is in charge as director 
Benerail of posts, is a trained and exceed- 
ingly.capable officer and hag already vin- 
dicated his selection for that position by the 
energetic and; comprehensive work he is 
doing. Special delivery is this week in- 
augurated in Havana and frequent deliver- 
les will be organized heré and in other 
cities. ‘Within a month the postoffice will 
be transferred from the ramshackle struc. 
ture, which has been a disgrace to it, to a 
new Duilding with complete modern equip- 
ment, as good as exists in New York or 
Philadeiphia. I believe that a g00d postal 
service extending over the island will do a 
vast deal to educate and develop the peéo- - 
ple; and, after my pefsonal observation, I 
fee] that under the present director gen- 
eral of posts this will be secured.”’

APPEAL FOR AMERICAN AID. 


Two Million Chinese Are Starving and , 


Need Help at Once. 

Washington, March #.—Citizens of the 
United States residing in Che Foo, China, 
have made an earnest appeal, through 
Consul Fowler at Che Foo, to the charit- 
able in America and elsewhere in behalf of 
the suffering from the appalling Yellow 
river floods of this year. 

These floods have beea described by the 
natives as ‘“China’s sofrow,”’ and the pet 
tionefs state that never before was the 
distress so great and heartrending 4s how. 
The most conservative estimates place the 
number of starving at 2,000,000, and time 
and the increasing cold weather will un- 
doubtedly augment the distress. 


WANT RALEIGH AT SOUTETORT. 
Cruiser Which Wnt Through Manila 
Battle Must Be Repaired. 
Washington, March 4.—The people of 
North Carolina are now anxious to see the 
Raleigh at Southport, and Secretary Long 
has been requested to order the ship there.

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HAUPT GETS TEN YEARS IN PEW. 
“CONVICTED ON ALL THE CHARGES 


Third Case Was a Short One, idence Showing He Appropriaed 
Funds of His Church While Treasures 


WAS SENTENCED AT MIDNIGHT | carteR sHoRT In AccouNTs. 


Judge Falllgant Gave Haupt Ten Year 
In All 


FIVE OF THEM EMBEZZLEMENT CASES 


Defendant’s Friends Surprised as They 
Thought That if Convicted Haupt 
Would Get Off with a Light 
Sentence—Case Will 
Be Appealed. 


Savannah, Ga., March %.—(Special.)— 
George W. Haupt, defaulting treasurer of 
the Duffy street Baptist church, embezzler 
of the funds of the Georgia Pine Railroad 
Company, and forger, so convicted in the 
superior court, must serve ten years in the 
Georgia penitentiary. Such was the sen- 
tence of Judge Robert Falligant at mid- 
night tonight. 


Contrary to expectations, the third trial 


of Haupt came to a sudden termination 
tonight shortly before 12 o'clock. ‘This 
was upon the charge of larceny after trust, 
he having appropriated to his own use 
about $2,500 of the Duffy street Baptist 
church building fund, of which he was 
treasurer. The evidence showed clearly 
that Haupt had spent the money, and the 
jury convicted him in very short order, but 
recommended that he be punished for a 
misdemeanor. 

It was a hard matter today to secure a 
jury. Some objection was made to the 
panel by the defendant’s counsel, on ac- 
count of the fact that everybody is now 
so well acquainted with the case. The 
objection was overruled. 

It was nearly 6 o’clock before a jury was 
finally secured and the taking of testimony 
began. 

In the first case against Haupt, forgery 
being the charge, the same verdict was 
brought in by the jury. In the embezzle- 
“ment case, in which he was-charged with 
using the funds of the Georgia Pine Rafl- 
road Company while treasurer for that 
company, he was found guilty with a 
recommendation to the mercy of the court. 

Judge Falligant, in passing sentence to- 
night, had nothing to say as to the crime, 
but merely remarked that he was not 
disposed to follow the recommendations of 
the juries. 

In the forgery case he sentenced Haupt 
tb spend three years in the penitentiary. 
In the embezzlement case he gave him five 
years, and in the.larceny after trust case 
two years. The latter offense has seemed 
to be most heinous, in that the larceny 
was from a church building fund. 

For the past five or six years Haupt has 
been a high liver, and has enjoyed many 


of the luxuries of life that did not seem - 
compatible with his position. Many have | 


remarked upon this fact, and the result 
was not altogether unexpected, though it 
was thought the sentences would be light- 
er on account of the recommendations of 
the jury. 

Haupt’s attorney, 
has giver notice of a motion for new trial. 
The cases have all beer fried carefully, 
and the result will be awaited with inter- 
est. Haupt has been surrendered by his 
bondsmen, and is now in Chatham county 
jail.

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POPULIST POSTMASTER SAYS HE 
LOANED HONEY TOHIS PARTY. 


Fut It in the Treasury of the State 
Campaign Committee and it 
Was Not Returned. 


Savannah, Ga., March 24.—(Special.)— 
Postmaster W. F. Carter, of Meldrim, 2 
little town seventeen miles from Savan- 
nah, has turned up $672 short in his ac- 
counts with the government. Postmaster 
Carter is also the editor of The Meldrim 
Guidon, a paper well known in this sec- 
tion on account of the particular interest 
it takes in Savannah parties. Postmaster 
Carter is a populist, and thereby hangs the 
tdle. He was appointed, as were several 
other populist postmasters in the state, 
with the object in view of strengthening 
the republican party in Georgia, and while 
he does not deny that his accounts are 
short, he states that he has been grossly 
deceived by his fellow populists in Effing- 
ham county and elsewhere in that section. 
In a statement made today, Postmaster 


Carter said: 

“My shortage is something like $670. I 
know I took the money and when [ did 
so I fully intended returning it. The cash 
went into the treasury of the state cam- 
_paign committee of the populist party and 
it was taken with the full cognizance of 
every member of that committee. When 
the state campaign began the committee 
was without funds. I told the other mem- 
bers of it tHat I could use the postofce 
receipts in the campaign, but that I must 
be reimbursed immediately after the elec- 
tion. They all agreed to “this plan and 
promised to stand by me. Now that T am 
in ‘trouble they will probably desert me, 
as they have already indi@ated they wiil 
do. The members of the committee have 
been very ungrateful to me for what I 
have done. At a meeting in Atlanta short- 
ly after the campaign I told them of the 
shortage and of the promise made. They 
declined to aid me then, giving me a 
promise of help in the future. 3 

“March 12th, in Atlanta, there was an- 
other meeting of the committee and I 
implored the memoers of it to stand up 
to their promises and help me out of my 
trouble. My entreaties fell upon deaf ears. 
The committee declined to give me the 
assistance promised. I resigned from the 
committee at that time,’’ 

Mr. D. E. Clark, a well-known populist 
of Effingham county, denies Carter’s state- 
ment. He says the postmaster’s books 
were correct on December 28th. There has 
since been no campaign, he stated, and all 
the shortage has come about since that 
time. There was a meeting of Carter's 
bondsmen at which arrangements were 
made to pay up the shortage, and so fur 
thefe has been no arrest. Whether any 
further steps will be taken is not known. 


IS CHARGED WITH SEDUCTION. 


ANOTHER FLOYD SCHOOL COM- 
MISSIONER IN TROUBLE. 


Serious Charges Against J. D. Gwalt- 
ney—He Was Arrested and Placed 
Under Bond Yesterday. 


Rome, Ga., March 24.—(Special.)—Rome 
and Floyd county is once more in the 
throes of an official scandal. It concerns 
an officer whose predecessor involved the 
position and its trust in one of the most 
sensational muddles ever known in this 
state. 

This morning County School Commission- 
er J..D. Gwaltney was arrested on a war- 
rant charging seduction, the charges being 
preferred by J. F. McKenzie, brother of the 
young woman wronged. Mr. Gwaltney was 
carried before Justice Walter Harris and 
placed under a $500 bond, which was imme- 
diately signed by R. D. Van Dyke, brother- 
in-iaw to the accused man. THe prelimina- 
ry hearing will occur on April 20th. 

The denouement has shocked this city 
profoundly, because of the prominence of 
the parties, and again, the involving of one 
of the most important offices in the county 
in trouble, when the clouds of former years 
still hag over it. 

Commissioner James Gwaltney is about 
thirty-five years of age, unmaryped and is 
considered one of the brainiest and most 
talented young men in Rome. His life has 
practically been.spent in educational mat- 
ters, either as pupil or instructor. He is one 
of the wittiest, most elaquent and most en- 
tertaining impromptu speakers in ‘Rome,, 
and had he cared to develop his talents in 
that direction he would have become fa- 
mous. 

When the office of county sdhool commis- 
sioner becamne vacated about three years 
ago by the embezzlement and alleged for- 
gery of Rev. W. M. Bridges, James D. 
Gwaltney was put in the place, and he has 
filled it with conspicuous ability. 

On last Sunday a baby boy was born to 
Miss Fannie McKenzie, and she says un- 
questionably that Mr. Gwaltney is her off- 
spring’s father. Miss McKenzie lives about 
eight miles from the city, is twenty-two 
years of age and is exceedingly pretty and 
attractive. Her character has always been 
of the best, her standing in the com- 
munity above reproach and her popularity 
great. One brother is Rey. Willdam Mc- 
Kenzie, a prominent Baptist divine of the 
county, and her father, Josephus McKenzie, 
a deacon. The family is one of the most 
excellent and respectable in the county. 

Commissioner Gwaltney refuses to talk, 
but denies absolutely that he is guilty. He 
visited and admired the young woman, but 
never harrhed her. He has retained Hon. L. 
A. Dean, of Rome and Atlanta, as counsel, 
and Miss McKenzie has employed Hon. 
Seaborn Wright. It is not known yet 
whether the board of education will sus- 
pend or discharge Mr. Gwaltney.

Portrait Canvasser in Macen Asked To 
Pay License.

He Is Arrested and, Brought Before 
the Recorder. 


FINED $25 ANB APPEALED THE CASE 


Judge Speer Serves Notice on General 
Manager Wright, of Macon Dub- 
lin and Savannah Road. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., March 24.—(Special.)—Recorder 
Freeman, of Macon, heard a case today 
which is of interest to the various munici- 
palities of the state. He decided against 
the defendant, and the case will be ap- 
peale@ to the superior court, and, if need 
be, taken to the supreme court, 

An ordinance of the city of Macon im- 
poses a license of $5 per month on “ped- 
diers, or hawkers, meaning those who sell 
any article of merchandise, books, pic- 


orders therefor, whether sold direct or de- 
livered at a later period. And each and 
every person engaged in the above busi- 
ntss shall be subjected fo license, and 
such license shall tnclude the delivery of 
the article sold; provided, that this license 
shall not apply to traveling salesmen, com- 
monly known as drummers, selling to the 
trade only.” 

W. L. Chrystal, representing the Chicago 
Portrait Company, was arraigned ‘before 
the recorder for the violation of this or- 
dinance by not paying the license. He was 
represented by Attorneys Estes & Jones, 
who contended that this ordinance was in 
conflict with the interstate commerce law, 
and their client could not lawfully be-made 
to pay the license. The facts developed 
before the recorder were that agents of the 
Chicago Portrait Company would take 
photographs and send them to Chicago to 
be enlarged, and they would be framed 
and shipped to Macon for delivery to the 
individual patrons. The point of the case 
is that the framed portraits are shipped in 
a box from Chicago to an agent of the 
company at Macon, and the agent delivers 
the portraits to individuals and collects 
the money in payment for the same, the 
title remaining in the Chicago Portrait 
Company until the portrait is paid for by 
the Macon patron. The defendant refused 
to pay the license, and the recorder im- 
posed a fine of $25. Estes & Jones gave 
notice that the case would be fought to 
the highest. court if necessary. Bond will 
be given, and the case appealed. 

Is He in Contempt? 

Judge Speer, of the United States court, 
issued an order today, at the request of 
Hall & Wimberly, attorney of the Central 
of Georgia Railway Company, requiring 
General Manager James T, Wright, if the 
Macon, Dublin and Savannah railroad, to 
show cause tomorrow why he should not 
be held in contempt of court in an alleged 
disregarding of an order of Judge Speer. 
These contempt proceedings grow out of 
a case that was filed in court in 1893 by 
the receivers of the Central railroad, who 
sought to enjoin the Macon, Dublin and 
Savannah railroad from tearing up a spur 
track that ran from the Bibb milis, in 
East Macon, to Anderson’s brick yard, on 
an old and former right of way that was 
used by the Central railroad. Several 
weeks ago the case was dismissed, and it 
was thought that the injunction was also 
dissolved, and, accordingly, General Man- 
ager Wight proceeded to have the track 
torn up. But yesterday Judge Speer issued 
an order revoking his previous order dis- 
missing the case, saying that the order of 


and he ordered the case re-established, 
and today the Central railroad asks that 
General Manager Wight be held in con- 
tempt of court for tearing up the track and 
not replacing it.

Under the law, a member of the council 
cannot succeed himself or be elected to any 
other office during the term for which he 
was elected to the council. Under the stat- 
ute, Mr. Phinizy was clearly not eligible, 
Lut it was proposed not to call any elec- 
tion and just let the matter go by default, 
leaving Mr. Phinizy de facto mayor until 
his successor was elected. This plan was 
vigorously advocated, and the community 
was very favorable to it, but the legal 
opinion of the city attorney, re-enforced by 
leading lawyers, declared this procedure 
illegal. : 

At a called meeting of the council tonight 
Mr, Phinizy declared these legal opinions 
and recommended the calling of an elec- 
tion, for which there should be a special 
registration of voters, as the jast election 
was only for members of the council, and in 
some words, there being no opposition, the 
registration was incomplete. 

April 17th was fixed as the day of elec- 
tion and an ordinance providing for the 
new registration was read the first time. 
Another called meeting will be held tomor- 
row night, at which it will Le read the sec- 
ond time, and a third on Monday night. 

Captain William M. Dunbar, who was 
one of the candidates in the last bitter 
Walsh-Kerr-Dunbar triangular fight, has 
already announced his candidacy, and it is 
rumored that Kerr will also be in the race, 
but there is no authority for thig state- 
nrent yet. It is also understood that the 
conservative and leading business element 
of the community is organizing in an effort 
to name a candidate who will be acceptable 
to all citizens and who may tbe élected 
without opposition, and thus heal the bitter 
dissensions of reeent elections. No name 
has yet been put forward, but rumor has - 
it that ex-Congressman J. C. C. Black, ex- 
Congressman George T, Barnes and Wil- 
liam M. Latimer, a leading cotton factor, 
are under consideration. 

Mrs. Pettyjohn Gets Damages. 

In the city court today the suit of Mrs. 
Pettyjohn against the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company and Augusta Electric Raili- 
way Company was concluded with a verdict 
for $9,500 for the plaintiff against the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company alone.

OMISSION CVES ROADS MORE TIME 


Ralnads and Ci Are Now Anxious To Know What Georgia 
Will Do. Toward the New Depot 


LEASE QUESTION WILL COME UP 


Companies Desire an Extension of the 
Lease on the Site 


SOME PROGRESS IS BEING MADE 
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Railway Committee and Representa- 
tives of the Council Appeared Be- 
fore the “Railroad Commis- 
sion Yesterday and Re- 
ported Progress. 


The next move in the new central sta- 
tion matter will be a conference between 
the representatives of the railruads, the 
members of the city council and the-state’s 
special commission. ; 

The representatives of the city and those 
of the roads reappeared before the state 
railroad commission yesterday morning ac- 
cording to the understanding at the time 
of the previous meeting of the board, 

The roads were represented by J. M. 
Egan, vice president of the Central; C. 
_B. Harman, general passenger agent of 
the Western and Atlantic; Carroll Payne, 
counsel for the same road; J. S. B. Thomp- 
gon, of the Southern, and Captain Berke- 
Jey, of the Seaboard Air-Line. 

The city was represented by Councilmen 
Burns, Hammond, Thomson, City Attorney 
Anderson and City Engineer Clayton. 

Judge Atkinson called the meeting to 
order and presided. He asked if the roads 


had anything to report. 

Mr. Payne replied that the roads and 
the city had conferred two or three times 
and he had read in the morning Constitu- 
tion that the city council on the previous 
afternoon had named certain conditions to 
which the roads were expected to conform 
in erecting their new terminal. There had 
been no direet communication from the 
city to the roads and, consequently, there 
had been no opportunity for the roads to 
take up the terms laid down by the city 
and investigate them and see what could 
be done. New engineering problems had 
been injected into the situation by the 
action of the city council and the roads 
would certainly require time for investi- 
gation. He did not see that anything 
coulé be accomplished by the roads pro- 
ceeding until they could hear from _ the 
state’s special commission. 

He, therefore, suggested that it would be 
advisable for the depot commission to me 
and then the state and city could forptiu- 
late plans and conditions to submit tie 
roads. 

Judge Anderson, speaking in befalf of 
the city, recited what had occurred since 
the last meeting of the board. He told how 
the representatives of the city had called 
on the architect, Mr. Gilbert, and had 
listened to him explain his plans which 
were prepared on the idea that the roads 
would enter the proposed new station on 
@ grade of 1% per cent. The roads, how- 
ever, had set 1 per cent as the maximum 
grade which they would accept. The in- 
tervening ten days had been consumed in 
trying to see if the roads could get down 
to that grade without cutting Whitehail 
street too deeply or interfering too much 
with their yards. The city council at its 
meeting on Thursday had agreed to de- 
press Whitehall street five feet, Pryor 
and Loyd streets each two feet, requring 
@ clearance of twelve feet under the 
tracks. 

That is, the tracks would have to be 
twelve feet in the clear above the road- 
way and the roadway was to be sunk at 
Whitehall street only five feet. Council 
had egreed to raise. Broad street bridge 
te enable the roads to meet these condi- 
tions. It might be necessary for the roads 
to begin elevating their tracks west of 
Forsyth street bridge. That was a ques- 
tion for the engineers to figure on and to 
pettle. Judge Anderson thought that Mr. 
Payne's suggestion was very good. He did 
not see that much more could be done at 
the’ present time. 

Spur Track Discussed. 

Something was said about the spur track 
‘which ts now used for store door delivery 
on the rear of Alabama street. 

Judge Anderson stated that it was pro- 
posed not to allow any track to cross 
Whitehall street at grade, but a spur track 
would be permitted to cross Loyd and 
Pryor at’ grade. 

Judge Atkinson inquired why, if one 
track was to be allowed to remain at grade, 
it Was necessary to elevate any of: the 
tracks? He inquired if the city attorney 
thought the city could, by contract, relin- 
quish its t to police supervision and 
control of e tracks? Judge Anderson 


replied that he did not think the city could 


make any such agreement. : 

Vice President Egan asked how cars com- 
ing into the city, say over the Western 
and Atlantic, for delivery to the stores on 
the east side of Whitehall street, would 
reach their point of destination. He wished 
to know if it was proposed that these cars 
should go over the elevated tragk, through 

new station, descend on the 


miles additional haul: that it would bo ex- 
tra expense and delay to reach a point 
maybe only 100 feet further east than could 
be reached by a spur track at grade stop- 
ping at Whitehall. 

More Time Granted. 

The discussion then turned upon the 
length of time which would be necessary 
for the roads of the city and the state 
to come to an understanding. Judge An- 
derson stated that while the city desired a 
postponemert, it did not want too much 
time. Mr. Payne wanted thirty days. Mr. 


| Harman remaitted that ‘t was impossible 


to go fast in the matter. When a post- 
ponement was asked for las: December and 
the committee fixed the date for March 
14th, it was thought that was a reasorable 
length of time, but when the meeting was 
held in March, only one set of plans was 
complete. Some of the éngineers had not 
had time to fully work out their plans. 
He spoke in favor of as tong an extension 
as could be reasonably alluwed, declaring 
that the roads were in earnes:, but that 
the matter involved too much to be hur- 
riedly disposed of. 

Commissioner Crenshaw remarked that ‘t 
Was necessary for al parties to make 
concessions. The roads desired further 
time and he was willing to grant them a 
reasonable continuance, but ne gave notice 
that the would not consent to any further 
postponement after the one which was now 
contemplated. ‘‘That old mud hole,” said 
he, “‘is a disgrace to the city and a shame 
upon the roads and the state. Atlanta 
ought to have a new station and ought not 
to be compelled to wait much longer for 
one.”’ ’ 

Mr. Thompson etated that the impression 
ought not to go out that the roads were trif- 
ling in the matter. They had been zealous in 
trying to solve the problem and were do- 
ing their best to work it out. 

Colonel E, T. Brown, special attorney 
for the Western and Atlantic, was asked 
if the depot commission could come to a 
conference within a month, and he said 
the members could meet on short notice. 
He was present, he said, simply as a 
spectator. He remarked in passing, how- 
ever, that the commission would like any 
proposition which the city or the roads 
might make to be submitted in writing. 

The commission held a private conference 
for a few minutes and then announced that 
‘they would grant a further postponement 
until May 2d, and they hoped that the 
roads, the city and the state would be able 
to report an agreement by that time. Oth- 
erwise, the commission might exerc-se its 
right to take summary action.

COIN IS NOT CONVENIENT 


United States Official Presents Some 
Interesting Figures. 


MONEY PER CAPITA SHOWS INCREASE 


Circulating Medium Is in No Way 
Short, but the Yellow Metal Is 
Not Sought After. 


Washington, March 24.—United States 
Treasurer Ellis H. Roberts said today that 
the impression that,the lack of paper money 
is due to enforcedwithdrawals of notes by 
the treasury is not true. 

“The total circulation per capita in the 
country, including coin and paper,’’ said Mr. 
Roberts, “‘has increased from $23.85 on 
March 1, 1898, to $25.51:‘Mareh 1, 1899. This 
increase has, it is true, been largely in gold 
coin, from $445,293,591 March 1, 1896, to $702,- 
805.269 at the first of the current month. 
‘You will observe that the growth of gold 
coin has been $257,011,678. but in total cir- 
culation for that period the growth has 
been $400,100,555, showing net increase of 
$143,088,877 outside of gold coin. There has 


ery item of circulation, except gold certifi- 
vates, treasury notes and currency certifi- 
cates. The silver certificates in the hands 
of the people are more now than in 1896 by 
£63,854.852; the TInited States notes more by 
$67,846,825, and the nationa) bank notes more 
by $30,724,344. The gold bullion in the treas- 
ury ran up from $26,891 481 March 1, 1896, to 
$127 885.067 March 1, 1899. 

“There does not seem to me to be a de- 
ficiency in the circulating medium. The 
abundance of gold coin does not give relief, 
because of the preiudice of Lankers and 
their customers against ite use. As a rem- 
edv the national banks might add to the 
volume of their notes. Rut they Jo not see 
the profit to attract them to ench a noliey. 
The only other pathwav under existing 
laws to additional cirenlation fe In the use 
of gold. Coin is. with our habits, less con- 
venient than paper, but other coun‘ries 
use it. 

“The ‘endless chain’ is no longer in opern- 
tion. No leeal tender notes have heer of- 
fered for gold in a long time. That kir@ of 
demand for redemption {gs for the nresent 
obsolete. Indcsed. my tmnyression is that 
the prospect of its revival fs slicht. The 
excess of our exports over our ‘mports {- 
so large and so continuous that we are not 
likely to have to ship gold to the old world 
for same vears to come. Resides that, and 
even more important, the inerease in ovr 
production of go'd is a strane safecuard 
for the treasury. It ‘s at present znd prom- 
ises to be an entice break of the ‘end- 
less chain.” Gold is in such relative ex- 
cess that no one Wants to give up legal 
tender notes, or, indeed, any sort uf paper 
for it. 

“The treasury department strains every 
nerve to meet the demands for notes end es- 
pecially those of smatl!l denominations. 

“At the request of the treasury the Lu- 
reau of engraving and printing is printing 
and delivering to the treasury only notes 
of $10 and under.” *

TAX PROBLEM

It Is Understood Hurt Has Made a 
Proposition for Settlement, 


MAY BE oO CENTS ON DOLLAR 


Finance Committee Will Meet This Morn- 
ing at 10 O'Clock, 


OLD QUESTION WEARING SETTLEMENT 


Total Amount of Taxes Is Nearly 
$60,000—The Action Today Will 
Be a Precedent—Issue Be- 
tween Messrs. Brown 
and Hurt. 


A meeting of the finance committee of the 
board of county commissioners has been 
called for this morning at 10 o’clock to 
consider the taxes of the Atlanta Home In- 
surance Company. Secretary Joel Hurt and 
other members of the company will appear 
before the committee and make a proposi- 
tion of settlement. 

It is probable a proposition thas already 
been made, since Chairman Rosser, of the 
finance committee, has no authority to call 
@ meeting of the committee until the com- 
pany signifies a desire to settle. The resolu- 
tion which authorized the committee to con- 
sider the tax question stated that a meeting 
should only be called afer the companies 
which it is proposed to tax should ask fora 
settlement. 

The settlement which it is said will be 
proposed by Mr. Hurt will be 380 cents on 
the dollar. The tax for the seven years 
claimed by the county is about $30,000. The 
company is in default and as usual in such 
cases the tax is doubled, which would make 
the total amount nearly $60,000. 

The compromise, as suggested yesterday, 
would amount to about $15,000 to be paid 
by the company. | 

The committee is composed of Chairman 
Rosser and Commissioners Walker and 
Brown. The meeting this morning will be a 
very important one, and it is possible that 
a settlement may be effected of the back 
taxes which have been a contention be 
tween the company and the county for 
nearly two years. 

Whatever action is taken, it will establish 
a precedent for the other companies that 
are delinquent in taxes for several years. 
Among these are the telephone, teiegraph 
and express compantes. The total amount of 
taxes that may be derived on a basis of 
settlement at 50 cents on the dollar would 
be very great, but if the total amount is 
obtained it would be an immense sum. 

Issue Between Brown and Hurt. 

Mr. Hurt may spring the question that he 
raised on a former hearing, when there was 
no quorum present at a special meeting of 
the board. He stated that hhe thought he 
had settled for the taxes of his company 
for the years 1897 and 1898 with Mr. Brown, 
whe was at that time chairman of the 
board and also a member of the finance 
committee. 

Mr. Hurt stated that he did not think the 
taxes should be assessed against the com- 
pany for those two years, as he had a 
number of conferences with Mr. Brown and 
thought he had authority to act on the 
question and that he had reached a settle- 
ment with him. 

Mr. Brown, in a card to The Constitution, 
stated that he did not make a settlement 
with Mr. Hurt, and had the desired to do so, 
he did not have the authority. 

An understanding b tween the two gen- 
elemen will doubtless be reached at the 
meeting today.

Members of the Committee Were All 
in Favor of According the Con- 
solidated Equal Privileges _ 
with the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company. 


The differences between the Atlanta Street 
Railway Ccmpany and the Consolidated 
Street Railway Company in regard to fran- 
chises for rights of way on the Mitchell 
street viaduct and west side territory, will 
now probably be settled. The committee on 
electric and other railways of the city coun- 
cil, at the meeting held yesterday afternoon, 
adopted a resort recommending that both 
companies be allowed the same privileges of 
the viaduct and the west side territory. 

In allowing the Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company equal privileges with the 
Atlanta Railway Company, the committee 
also recommended that’ the restrictions 
placed upon the latter company at the time 
when the franchise was granted it, be re- 
moved. This recommendation will relieve 
the Atlanta Railway Company from the 
right reserved by the city to require them 
to grant transfers and the regulation of 
fares and from the right of the municipal 
supervision as to the machinery and appli- 
ances to be operated on the lines. 

This relief was granted the company on 
condition that the Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company be allowed the right upon 
payment of one-half of the expenses of con- 
struction and maintenance, to use, oper- 
ate and own one of the tracks now being 
constructed by the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany between the west end of the Mitchell 
street viaduct and Mangum or Haynes 
_ street, as elected, at its intersection with 
Mitchell street, according as it first builds, 

In this event both companies shall have 
the right to operate jointly the dorble 


tracks On Mitchell street between Broad | 


street and either Mangum or Haynes 


streets, as elected. 

‘The committee stated in its report that 
the Consolidated Street Railway Company 
should not enjoy this right to acquire one 
of the tracks between the west end of the 
viaduct and Mangum or Haynes streets, ex- 
cept that the company dismiss the bill of 
exeeptions against the Atlanta Railway 
Company and the city touching the condem- 
nation and use of its double tracks on

The Meeting Yesterday. 

‘The meeting was held yesterday afternoon 
at 2:29 o’elock and all the members with 
the exception of Alderman Mayson were 


present. No time was lost in reaching the 


matter of the granting of the franchise to 
the Consolidated and Councilman Thomson 
said that the differences between the com- 
panies ought to be settled at once, and that 


' in attempting to straighten out matters, the 


| committee was aiding the citizens of the 


west side of the city who were anxious that 


| the line or lines be constructed as soon as 


possible. 

He said that he was in favor of eiving 
both the companies the same privileges if 
they would put an end to all litigation, 
which was only retarding the work. 

Attorney Spalding appeared for the’ At- 
lanta Railway Company and said that he 
was anxious that the report of the commit- 
tee should be specific in the matter of 
streets on which both companies be allowed 
to build lines, and that he did not think it 
right to have the two lines any closer tc- 
gether than was necessary. 

Alderman Rice explained that the report 
had been prepared with that very point in 
view and that the roads would be kept as 
far apart as Was practicable. 

Some discussion was had regarding the 
streets that the Consolidated should be al. 
lowed to build its line on and both Presi- 
dent Woodruff, of the company, and Attor- 
ney Goodwin were heard on the subject. 

It is probable that a special meeting of 
the city council will be called to act upon 
the report of the committee and the Con- 
solidated will no doubt urge such action as 
it now has options on materials for the 
necessary extensions, which would expire 
before the next regular meeting of the 


board, 

The report of the committee in full, and 
which is in the nature of a compromise be- 
tween the two street railway companies, 
fs as follows: 

To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council—Your committee on _ electric 
and other railways having had under 
consideration the protest of the Atlanta 
Railway Company against the granting 
of franchises to the Atlanta Consolidat- 
ed Streét Railway Company to cross 
the Mitchell street viaduct and through 
territory lying west of that viaduct, ex- 
cept upon terms putting the two com- 
panies upon a basis of equality in that 
territory, and having determined to 
recommend the granting of authority 
and consent to the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company to cross the 
Mitchell street viaduct and penetrate 
the territory lying west of that viaduct 
in accordance with the petition of that_ 
company, and upon the terms and con- 
ditions indicated in a report of this 
committee upon said petition presented 
to the mayor and general council at 
the same meeting with this protest, and 
the committee believing that fair deal- 
ing requires that the two companies 
should be allowed to construct and 
operate their lines in this territory on 
the same conditions, and being desirous 
at the same time of removing all ob- 
structions to the occupation and use of 
Mitchell street by both companies grow- 
ing out of the conflicting interest of the 
two companies, respectfully recommend 
that the following ordinance amenda- 
tory of the ordinance granting authority 
and consent to the Atlanta Railway 
Company to cross Mitchell street via- 
duct and erect lines south and west of 
that point be passed, to-wit:

The loss to the county on account of the 
failure of the board of county commis- 
sioners to utilize the $100,000 building fund 
amounts to $10,000 per year for two yéars, 
according to the statement of Commis- 

On a conservative basis, The Constitution 
yesterday morning placed the loss for the 
past two years at $6,000 per year. Commis- 
sioner Forrest Adair, in an interview yes- 
terday, stated that the amount would be 
increased very greatly by reason of the ¢x- 
tra salary for jurors which has been cc- 


casioned by having the superior court- 


rooms and the city courtrooms so far 
apart that the panels of jurors could not 
interchange. 

It is calculated that the total loss in 
one year from this source alone is $4,000. 
For the two years it is $8,000, and with the 
$12,327.92 which thas been lost in interest 
and for rent of extra. courtrooms, it makes 
the total loss for the two years $20,327.92. 

In Mr. Adair’s interview he speaks of the 
injunction which was brought to prevent 
the sale of the present courthouge to the 
city as one of the greatest injuries that 
has been done to thé equaty. Re does not 
mention the name ef Chairman Palmer, 
who was the attorney for Wash Collier and 
C. W. Hunnicutt, the plaintiffs in the in- 
junction suit, but alludes to him in the in- 
terview, and says that the parties will 
agree that the fiujunction was a great in- 
gury as soon as they learn of the facts and 
see the losses that have occurred. 


What Mr. Adair Says. 


Mr, Adair favors the annex which has 


been proposed on the south side of the 
present courthouse, and says he hopes the 
county will at some time be able to tear 
down the present building and build to the 
Hunter street front. 

In speaking of the losses which have oc- 
eurred, he said: 

This is no new question with me, in 
fact, it is a.matter that I have reen 
hammering at ever since I have been a 
member of the board of county com- 
missioners, One of the first things that 
I realized was the urgent need for mure 
court room, and of additional room for 
the officers of the court, in order that 
they might transact the public business 
with more facility. Not an officer of 
the county now has sufficient room, and 
many valuable records are exposed and 
liable at any time to be destroyed, and 
no one can calculate the loss that would 
thus be incurred by the taxpayers of 
this county. 

I think the greatest injury that was 
ever done Fulton county was the in- 
junction which stopped the sale of the 
old courthouse to the city, which would 
have guaranteed a new and eymmodious 
home both to the city and the county, 
and I feel sure that even the parties to 
that action will agree with me in this 
statement, after reading ycur presenta- 
tion in this morning’s issue of the im- 
mense loss that it has caused Fulton 
county.

Detegation of Prominent Negroes Heerd 
ey Governor Candler Yesterday. 


UPHOLD GOVERNOR’S ACTION 


Thank Chief Executive for Step Taken 
To Find Members of Mob. 


GOVERNOR CANDLER POINTS OUT A BUTY 


Hie Reminds the Colored Delegation of 
the Petty Crimes That Often 
Produce Mob Law. 


A delegation of the leading colored citl- 
gens of Atlanta made an official call on 
Governor Candler at the executive offics 
yesterday afternoon for the purpose of 
thanking him for the steps he had taken to 
bring the perpetrators of the Palmetto out- 
rage to justice. In the party that called 
on the chief executive were: J. A. Rush, 
H. H. Proctor, G. W. Merriweather, b fie S 
Coggin, W. H. Crogman and M. H. Bentley. 

The members of the colored delegation 
desired to put the governor of the state on 
notice that the better class of colored peo- 
ple in the state condemn as heartily the 
crime of arson with which the victims of 
the Palmetto mob were charged as the re- 
volting crime of murder which followed af- 
ter and grew out of the depredations charg- 
ed to the ten imprisoned negroes. 

Governor Candler informed the party of 
all steps that had been taken by him in his 
effort to locate the members of the mob. 
He desired particularly, he stated, to ca® 
their attention to the underlying causes 
that brought on the slaughter of the five 
prisoners and reminded them that while the 
state had a duty to perform in the capture 
of the mob,’ the duty of the intelligent, self- 
respecting negro was as clearly defined and 
consisted in the prevention, if possible, of 
the petty crimes that were in many in- 
stances productive of mob law. 

The members of the party agreed thor- 
oughly with the goverror in ‘his view of 
the trouble and each one personally ex- 
pressed his thanks for the prompt and 
ready action of the chief executive in pro 
tecting the community around Palmetto 
with state troops only a few hours after the 
work of the mob had been accomplished, 

Movement To Locate the Guilty. 

There is a quiet movement on foot to 
make a thorough investigation of the work 
of the mob and attempt to locate, if possi- 
ble’ any who were connected with it. The 
governor of the state has done all that he 
is allowed to do by law in. offering the 
largest reward possible for a capital crime, 
but the authorities of the ceunty of Camp- 
bell and the judge of the cireuit court are 
understood to be working quietly with a 
view of asking indictments from the grand 
jury of the county at its next meeting. 

It is the opinion of Governor Candler’ that 
a law is needed in the state for use in such 
cases as the Palmetto killing, where the 
venue can be changed at the will of the 
governor or judge of the circuit court and 
the suspected criminals tried in a county 
wihere the cause of justice will not be un- 
done. 

The suggestion of changing the venue was 
indorsed strongly by the members of the 
colored delegation yesterday afternoon and 
the advocacy of the plan was one of the 
causes which brought the party of colored 
citizens to the capitol. 


END OF PALMETTO DISCUSSION,

Mr. B. M. Blackburn and Rev. W. P. 
Thirkield Close the Controversy. 
Editor Constitution—As a citizen of Geor- 
gia, I desire to express my condemnation 
cf some of the recent communications that 
have appeared in the columns of your pa- 

per concerning the Palmetto lynching. 

In the outset, I wish it understood that 
I do not seek to defend the particular act 
of violence, although I think that justice 
demands that, in discussing it, we keep be- 
fore the public the fact that the negroes 
who were killed had on several different 
occasions set fire to the town of Palmetto, 
and the people of the vicinity were, in 
consequence, in such a state of frenzy that 
cool thought was out of the question, 

When we consider the fact that an en- 
tire community was at the mercy of these 
incendiaries, not knowing what night their 
wives and children would be murdered 


and outraged d their property de- 
stroyed, it pee wonder tliat there were 
some amonf the number who were too 
wrought up to await the slow methods of 

e courts aftoer apprehending the guilty 
og True, they should have done this, 
but human nature,was too weakto control, 
and a great mistake followed which all 
good people regret. .But the worst part 
of the whole affair was the disguise worn 
by the mob. No man can defend any act 
committed under disguise, and whenever 
lynchings occur, this should be borne in 
mind 

Much has been written and spoken by 
one “Dr.” Thirkield, the white president 
of a negro seminary in Atlanta. It is not 
surprising that Dr. Thirkield should speak 
in defense of the negro since he has been 
in such close companionship with him for 
the past fifteen years. This is but another 
phase of race prejudice which can only be 
obliterated by a jaw, providing that any 
white person who teaches in negro schools 
be punished by imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary for one year for the first and ten 
years for each subsequent offense. This 
does more to add to the insolence of the 
negro race than anything else, not ex- 
cepting the crime of enlisting them as 
soldiers, a timely suggestion from Gov- 
ernor Candler. 

Governor Northen should confine himself 
to the case in point if he feels called upon 
to speak of the Paimetto lynching. There 
is no connection between the Palmetto 
affair and lynching for rape, and when he 
associates the two he unwittingly com- 
mits an irreparable crime against chivalry 
and sends a stealthy dagger into the heart 
of virtue. ° 

I understand that it has become pogular 
in Georgia for governors to inveigh, pe- 
riodically, against lynching for rape. Gov- 
ernor Northen started a crusade against it,

ed by General Clement A. Evans, 
Who Encouraged Veterans.

At a meeting of Wheelér’s cavalry at the 
capitol yesterday afternoon a constitution 
and by-laws were adopted and officers

The meeting was a Sarge and enthusiastic 
one and the armory of the Governor's 
Horse Guards, where the meeting was held;

Commander John 8S. Prather called the 
meé¢ting to order and it was opened with 
prayer by General C. A. Evans.

The adjutant ‘was instructed to notify 
General Wheeler of the organization of the 
camp, of his election as commander in 
chief and of his four daughters being elect- 
ed as the only honorary members. 

General Clement A. Evans, in an able 
and interesting address, highly commended 
the organization, making complimentary al- 
lusions to what he, as a general of infan- 
try, knew of the gallant fighting of cavalry 
and of the protection they afforded the 
flanks and rear of the army. He charged 
the camp with the duty they owed io them- 
selves and posterity to compile end pre- 
Serve a history of the battles, raids and 
campaigns in which Wheeler’s cavalry were 
participants.

1 write 
this after having heard these triputes to 
this godly colored minister “from the lips 
of more than one leading citizen of Pal- 
metto, 

Call the roll of the ministers cf the 
“Methodist clergy’’ for all these years, and 
you will find that they have stucd firm 
and true in every battle for temperance, 
law and order and moral reform. So it has 
been in Newnan in the work of the Hevs. 
R. T. Adams, Jasper Sams, G. W. Merri- 
Wether, L, T. Preston and others, and in 
LaGrange, where the Rev. S. C. Upshaw, 
by his leadership of the negroes, won the 
fight for prohibition. Search the records 
of the Rev. C. L. Johnson, at Fairburn, 
and Mr. Young, at Grantville; of Revs. 
A. T. Wilson, of Newnan, and G. W. Ar- 
nold, for years the presiding elders of the 
chureh in all this region, and I appeal to 
all the people to name any lawless act 
or incendiary utterance from these men. 
Ask the good people of Griffin to whom 
they are indebted for the prohibition vote 
of the negroes, which won the victory, und 
they will gratefully name the Revs, Wragg, 
Alston and May. I need not prolong this 
list. I answer this baseless charge of the 
Hon. Mr. Johnson, not by generalities, 
but by definite names, and if space rer- 
mitted, I might add the venerable Rev. 
Samuel Smith and a score of others. 

Now as to the Rev. J. W. Tharpe, the 
present pastor, who has felt forced to flee 
from Palmetto for fear of trouble from 
the lawless element vf the community by 
whom his life was threatened. At, the sta- 
tion he was met, be it gratefully said to 
their credit, by some of the leading citi- 
zens of the village, who urged.kim to re- 
main and promised him adequate pm tec- 
tion. After the murder he rested in securi- 
ty and talked freely among the citizens, 
both white and black, till it became known 
that he had received a letter from wne of 
the wounded victims containing na:nes of 
alleged members of the mob that involved 
certain young men of Palmetto. This he 
at first refused to give up, but, yielding 
to pressure, he finally delivered it to the 
captain of the guard. Is there any cther 
charge against him than this: that he 
believes and has stated his conviction that 
among the lynchers were men of the vil- 
.lage of Palmetto? 

As to the character of Rev. J. W. Tharpe, 
at the conference last December scme of 
the best white people of Palmetto united 
with the colored people in urging Lishop 
Andrews to let him remain for the best 
welfare of the community. He has always 
stood for law and order and on last Sun- 
day, instead of inflaming his people, he 
preached on the theme: “Trust in God; 
He Will Lead My People.’’ He counseled 
them against any spirit of retaliation and 
to trust in God, who would fight their 
battles. 

The spirit of the entire Atlanta confer- 

ence held in Palmetto last December is 
further indicated by the unanimous pas- 
sage by a rising vote of the resolution cf 
gratitude for the sympathetic and cordial 
relations between the races, offered by 
myself, now printed in the conference min- 
utes, and in The Constitution of March 
19th. : 
Furthermore, I affirm that any one who 
will investigate the facts as to the work 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, as rep- 
resented by all the schools and churches 
for the colored people in this state ani 
throughout the south, will be convinced 
that, instead of “‘creating prejudice against 
the whites” and being ‘“‘the cause of arson, 
mob law and other disorders,’ the work 
of this church cultivates friendly feelings 
between the races and stands for law, or- 
der, temperance and moral purity among 
preachers and people. 

As to the confessiun of one of the negroes, 
I stated its great improbability, as it up- 
pears to the minds of unprejudiced men. 
By all means this one witness should have 
been saved. was, however, careful to 
Teave room for the possible proving of the 
guilt of one or more of the accused in the 
following words: ‘‘Let the guilty, cowardly 
murdérers of at least some innocent men 
be hunted down and brought to justice. 
However, if every man were a confessed 
incendiary, the guilt of murder would be 
just as pronounced against the perpetrat- 
ors of what ex-Governor Northen has pro- 
nounced “‘the most cruel crime ever com- 
mitted? in this state.” . 

And I take it as a most hopeful sign 
for peace and good order in Georgia that 
the general spirit and purpose of my letter, 
which was a call to all good men to de- 
cisive action in punishing these. murderers 
and thus serving to prevent future out- 
breaks of lawlessness, have been indorsed 

the preachers of Atlanta and also rati- 
fied with tremendous force in the manly 
and noble protest of ex-Governor Northen 
in The Constitution of this date. The 
righteous in@ignation of a truly great and 
humanitarian spirit utters itself in_ his 
burning words.

COLORED CITIZENS — 
“CONDEMN KILLING 


Delegation of Prominent Negroes Heard | 


dy Gorertor Candler Yesterday. 
UPHOLD GOVERNOR’S ACTION 


Thank Chief Executive for Step Taken 
To Find Members of Mob. 


GOVERNOR CANDLER POINTS OUT A BUTY 


Fie Reminds the Colored Delegation of 
the Petty Crimes That Often 
Produce Mob Law. 


A delegation of the leading colored citl- 
gens ef Atianta made an official call on 
Governor Candler at the executive offics 
yesterday afternoon for the purpose of 
thanking him for the steps he had taken to 
bring the perpetrators of the Palmetto out- 
rage to justice. In the party that called 
on the chief executive were: J. A. Rush, 
H. H. Proctor, G. W. Merriweather, J. 
Soggin, W. H. Crogman and M. H. Bentley. 

The members of the colored delegation 
desired to put the governor of the state on 
notice that the better class of colored peo- 
ple in the state condemn as heartily the 
crime of arson with which the victims of 
the Palmetto mob were charged as the re- 
volting crime of murder which followed af- 
ter and grew out of the depredations charg- 
ed to the ten imprisoned negroes. 

Governor Candler informed the party of 
all steps that had been taken by hhim in his 
effort to locate the members of the mob. 
He desired particularly, he stated, to ca™ 
their attention to the underlying causes 
that brought on the slaughter of the five 
prisoners and reminded them that while the 
state had a duty to perform in the capture 
of the mob, the duty of the intelligent, self- 
respecting negro was as clearly defined and 
consisted in the prevention, if possible, of 
the petty crimes that were in many in- 
stances productive of mob law. 

The members of the party agreed thor- 
oughly with the governor in ‘his view of 
the trouble and each one personally ex- 
pressed his thanks for the prompt and 
ready action of the chief executive in pro« 
tecting the community around Palmetto 
with state troops only a few hours after the 
work of the mob had been accomplished. 

Movement To Locate the Guilty. 

There is a quiet movement on foot to 
make a thorough investigation of the work 
of the mob and attempt to locate, if possi- 
ble’ any who were connected with it. The 
governor of the state has done all that he 
is allowed to do by law in. offering the 
largest reward possible for a capital crime, 
but the authorities of the ceunty of Camp- 
bell and the judge of the cireuit court are 
understood to be working quietly with a 
view of asking indictments from the grand 
jury of the county at its next meeting. 

It is the opinion of Governor Candler’ that 
a law is needed in the state for use in such 
cases as the Palmetto killing, where the 
venue can be changed at the will of the 
governor or judge of the circuit court and 
the suspected criminals tried in a county 
wihere the cause of justice will not be un- 
done. 

The suggestion of changing the venue was 
indorsed strongly by the members of the 
colored delegation yesterday afternoon and 
the advocacy of the plan was one of the 
causes which brought the party of colored 
citizens to the capitol. 


END OF PALMETTO DISCUSSION,

Mr. B. M. Blackburn and Rev. W. P. 
Thirkield Close the Controversy. 
Editor Constitution—As a citizen of Geor- 
gia, I desire to express my condemnation 
cf some of the recent communications that 
have appeared in tbe columus of your pa- 

per concerning the Palmetto lynching. 

In the outset, I wish it understood that 
I do not seek to defend the particular act 
of violence, although I think that justice 
demands that, in discussing it, we keep be- 
fore the public the fect that the negroes 
who were killed had on several different 
occasions set fire to the town of Palmetto, 
and the people of the vicinity were, In 
consequence, in such a state of frenzy that 
cool thought was out of the question, 

When we consider the fact that an en- 
tire community was at the mercy of these 
incendiaries, not knowing what night their 
wives and children would be murdered 
and outraged and their property de- 
stroyed, it is no wonder thai there were 
some among the number who were too 
wrought up to await the slow methods of 

e courts after apprehending the guilty 
eas. True, they should have done this, 
but human nature,was too weakto control, 
and a great mistake followecd which all 
good people regret. But the worst part 
of the whole affair was the disguise worn 
by the mob. No man can defend any act 
committed under disguise, and wheneyer 
lynchings occur, this should be borne in 
mind 

Much has been written and spoken by 
one “Dr.” Thirkield, the white president 
of a negro seminary in Atlanta. It is not 
surprising that Dr. Thirkield should speak 
in defense of the negro since he has been 
in such close companionship with him for 
the past fifteen years. This is but another 

hase of race prejudice which can only be 
obliterated by a jaw, providi that any 
white person who teaches in ne schools 
be punished by imprisonment in 
tentiary for one year for the first 
years for each subsequent offense. 
does more to add to the insolence <¢ 
negro race than anything else, no 
cepting the crime of enlisting the 
adhere: a timely suggestion from Gov- 
ernor Candler. 

Governor Northen should confine himself 
to the case in point if he feels called upon 
to speak of the Paimetto lynching. There 
is no connection between the Paimetto 
affair and lynching for rape, and when he 
associates the two he unwittingly com- 
mits an irreparable crime against chivalry 
and sends a stealthy dagger into the heart 
of virtue. .

CAMP A CHOOSES OFFICERS 
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Wheeler’s Cavalry Is Organized by 
the Adoption of By-Laws. 


— 


DODSON ELECTED HISTORIAN 
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The Meeting Yesterday Was Address- 


ed by General Clement A. Evans, 
Who Encouraged Veterans. 


At a meeting of Wheeler’s cavalry at the 
capitol yesterday afternoon a constitution 
and by-laws were adopted and officers 


chosen for Camp A. 

The meeting was a Sarge and enthusiastic 
one and the armory of the Governor's 
Horse Guards, where the meeting was held, 
was crowded. | 

Commander John 8S. Prather called the 
meéting to order and it was opened with 
prayer by General C. A. Evans. 

The report of the committee on consti- 
tution and by-laws was submitted and the 
rules of the camp were adopted with few 
changes. 

The following officers were oclevted for 
the ensuing year: Commander, Jchn 6. 
Prather: first liéutenant commander, Y. Y. 
Morrison; second lieutenant commander, 
John A. Miller: adjutant, Lyman A. Red- 
wine; quartermaster and treasurer, Lieu- 
tenant George.A. Webster: surgeon. Dr. 
T. D. Longino: historian, Private W. Cc. 
Dodson, and chaplain, Rev. W. T. Hamil- 
ton. 

The adiutant ‘was instructed to notify 
General Wheeler of the organization of the 
camp, of his election as commander in 
chief and of his four daughters being elect- 
ed as the only honorary members. 

General Clement A. Evans, in an able 
and interesting address, highly commended 
the organization, making eomplimentary al- 
lusions to what he, as a general of infan- 
try. knew of the gallant fighting of cavalry 
and of the protection they afforded the 
flanks and rear of the army. He charged 
the camp with the duty they owed to them- 


| selves and posterity to compile «nd pre- 
| Serve a history of the battles, raids and 
| campaigns in which Wheeler’s cavalry were 
participants. 


At the conclusion of the meeting a com- 
mittee was appointed to consider the metter 
of providing ‘horses for the use of Camp A 
at the Charleston reunion, which the large 
majority of the members have decided to 
attend. 

The thanks of the camp were tendered to 
General Evans for his presence and hearty 
address and the meeting closed with a 
prayer by Chaplain Hamilton. 

The perfection of the organization of 
the camp completes the first in the south to 
be named after General Joseph Wheeler, 
and the members of the camp are proud 
that the honor of naming a camp after 
the hero of two wars has fallen to Atlanta. 

The movement to form such a@ camp was 
first proposed by Private Dodson, of Wheel- 
er’s cavalry, and was supported at once by 
Colonel John §. Prather and others. Much 
of the success of the organization of the 
camp was due to the efficient work of Pri- 
vate Dodson. 
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satisfaction of seeing his administration 
adorned with the usual amount of rape 
neckties.

If Governor Candler should announce in 
A ah coors en that rape must stop, he 
will save the happiness of many poor, un- 
protected women, and effectually stop 
lynching by removing the cause. But if 
he pursues the course of his predecessors, 
Northen and Atkinson, and orders out the 
military to protect these vile brutes, he 
will see a continuation of rape, and there- 
fore a continuation of lynching. 

The highest_duty of a public official ts 
to deal frankly with the people. Every 
honest man knows that he would not allow 
a brute to live an hour after he could ap- 
prehend ;him after committing such a 
crime on a member of his own family. If 
Governor Candler and Governor Northen 
would not thus avenge a cruel outrage 
upon their own; it was a mistake to elect 
either to the highest office in the gift of 
the people. Then, if they would do this, 
how, in the name of truth and honesty, can 
they denounce others for giving like pro- 
tection to their families. Let them divest 
themselves of the garb of the Pharisee and 
come out in the open with the plain, God- 
Fearing, home-loving manhood of their 
state.

R. T. Adams, Jasper Sams, G. W. Merri- 
wether, L, T. Preston and others, and in 
LaGrange, where the Rev. 8. C. Upshaw, 
by his leadership of the negroes, won the 
fight for prohibition. Search the records 
of the Rev. C. L. Johnson, at Fairburn, 
and Mr. Young, at Grantville; of Revs. 
A. T. Wilson, of Newnan, and G W. Ar- 
nold, for years the presiding elders of the 
chureh in all this region, and I appeal to 
all the people to name any lawless act 
or incendiary utterance from these men. 
Ask the good people of Griffin to whom 
they are indebted for the prohibition vote 
of the negroes, which won the victory, und 
they will gratefully name the Revs, Wrage, 
Alston and May.

Now as to the Rev. J. W. Tharpe, the 
present pastor, who has felt forced to flee 
from Palmetto for fear of trouble from 
the lawless element vf the community by 
whom his life was threatened. At the sta- 
tion he was met, be it gratefully said to 
their credit, by some of the leading citi- 
zens of the village, who urged .him to re- 
main and promised him adequate pm tec- 


tion. After the murder he rested in securi- 


ty and talked freely among the citizens, 
both white and black, till it beeame known 
that he had received a letter from one of 
the wounded victims containing nar:es of 
alleged members of the mob that involved 
certain young men of Palmetto. ‘his he 
at first refused to give up, but, yielding 
to pressure, he finally delivered it to the 
captain of the guard. Is there any cther 
charge against him than this: that he 
believes and has stated his conviction that 
among the lynchers were men of the vil- 
-lage of Palmetto? 

As to the character of Rev. J. W. Tharpe, 
at the conference last December scme of 
the best white people of Palmetto united 
with the colored people in urging Lishop 
Andrews to let him remain for the best 
welfare of the community. He has always 
stood for law and order and on last Sun- 
day, instead of inflaming his people, he 
preached on the theme: “Trust in God; 
He Will Lead My People.’’ He counseled 
them against any spirit of retaliation and 
to trust in God, who would fight their 
battles. 

The spirit of the entire Atlanta confer- 
ence held in Palmetto last December is 
further indicated by the unanimous pas- 
sage by a rising vote of the resolution cf 
gratitude for the sympathetic and cordial 
relations between the races, offered by 
myself, now printed in the conference min- 
utes, and in The Constitution of March 
19th. 


Furthermore, I affirm that any one who 
will investigate the facts as to the work 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, as rep- 
resented by all the schools and churches 
for the colored people in this state ani 
throughout the south, will be convinced 
that, instead of “creating prejudice against 
the whites” and being ‘‘the cause of arson, 
mob law and other disorders,’’ the work 
of this chureh cultivates friendly feelings 
between the races and stands for law, or- 
der, temperance and moral purity among 
preachers and people. 

As to the confessiun of one of the negroes, 
I stated its great improbability, as it up- 

to the minds of unprejudiced men. 
By all means this one witness should have 
been saved. was, however, careful to 
Teave room for the possible proving of the 
guilt of one or more of the accused in the 
following words: ‘Let the guilty, cowanlly 
murdérers of at least some innocent men 
be hunted down and brought to justice.’ 
However, if every man were a4 confessed 
incendiary, the guilt of murder would be 
just as pronounced against the perpetrat- 
ors of what ex-Governor Northen has pro- 
nounced “‘the most cruel crime ever com- 
mifted in this state.” 

And I take it as a most hopeful sign 
for peace and good order in Georgia that 
the general spirit and purpose of my letter, 
which was a call to all good men to de- 
cisive action in punishing these. murderers 
and thus serving to prevent future out-

VETERAN RETURNS 
PROM PHILIPPINES 


First of Otis's Men To Return to Atlanta, 
Arrived Yesterday. 
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HE SAW FIGHTING AT MANILA 


Sergeant Orr Tells of the Condition of 
the American Troops. 


WESTERN VOLUNTEERS ARE RELIABLE 


The Washington, Idaho and Minneso- 
ta Regiments and Utah Battery 
Arq Praised by Veteran. 


The first veteran from the Philippine 
campaign, who fought with Otis around 
Manila and for months watched the ships 
of Admiral Dewey in the bay, arrived in 
Atlanta yesterday morning. Sergeant John 
E. Orr, sergeant major of the Twenty-third 
infantry and a non-commissioned officer, 
with a large number of friends at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, landed in San Francisco on Feb- 
ruary 25th from the transport Zealandia, 
after a stormy passage across the Pacific. 

Sergeant Orr was ordered tbaek to the 
United States, much against his will, for 
medical treatment. It is easy to see that 
he thas been for months In a tropical tlimate 
and from his account.of the conditions ex- 
isting at Manila it is undoubtedly true that 
a large number of the troops, both regulars 
and yolunteers, are suffering from the effect 
of the climate and are in no condition to 
continue in the Philippines. 

Sergeant Orr stated that when he left 
Manila on the Zealandia on January 5th 
the position of the American troops around 
Manila was-encouraging and that there 
were hopes of ending the-campaign in the 
near future. 

He said: 

“The majority of the fellows are, of 
course, terribly homesick and it was no- 
ticeable that:the greatest amount cf sick- 
ness was to be found among the young men 
of the commands. The native fruit, such as 
mangoes, are shunned to a great extent by 
the men, as the rations forwarded to the 
island are of the very best character. 

“Just as I left, a shipload of fine, fresh 
meat arrived that had been ordered for the 
troops from Australia by Admiral Dewey. 

Chinese Drink Dangerous. 

“One of the greatest dangers to the men 
which the officers have to guard against is 
a drink prepared by the Chinese of the 
island and sold in shops in Manila and 
smaller towns to the men. The drink is 
called ‘vino’ and is one of the worst things 
that a soldier ever put in his mouth. It is 
little short of poison and a large rumber 
of men have been dangerously ill from 
drinking it. Like opium, when the men 
once get hold of it they always want it 
again. It has a fascination that is irresista- 
ble and the officers have to resort to strict 
measures at times to keep the drink out of 
the hands of the troops.” 

Five Western Regiments. 

Sergeant Orr, unlike the majority in the 
regular army, is willing to give the volun- 
teers a good name and credit for what they 
accomplish. 

In speaking of the regiments under Gen- 
eral Otis at present he said: ° 

“We were all surprised to find the regi- 
ments from the northwest among the very 
best in the force under General Otis. The 
men from these commands, such as the 
Washington, Idaho, Minnesota and Nebras- 
ka regiments, are fellows of unusual cour- 
age and taken many of then from the 
ranches of the northwest. There are no bet- 
ter fighters in the army. 

“The Utah battery is also a fine com- 
mand and rendered great aid to the infan- 
try, especially in the taking of the water- 
works. 

“That First Nebraska regiment is com- 
posed of good materia] and has been placed 
for weeks on the very vutskirts of the 
American front. 

“I should say that in nearly every place 
the campaign of the American army is a 
very aggressive one, with exception per- 
haps of the operations to the south of 
Lozan, where General Wheaton’s force has 
been confronted with a large portion of the 
rebel army.’’ 

Sergeant Orr has an interesting story to 
tell of the city of Manila and the peculiar 
business houses run there by the Chinese 
and others of the lower strata of the popu- 
lation. He says the Chinese in selling any 
article of trade always charge about twice 
as much when selling by wholesale as by 
retail and seem to have no idea of business 
or trade, 

Sergeant Orr has been in the service 
twenty-nine years and his time of enlist- 
ment expires in the coming fall and it is 
doubtful whether he will return to the 
Philippines again. 


BOY ACCIDENTALLY SHOT. 


Shot from a Parlor Rifle Thursday 
Night Struck Little Arthur Wynn, 
Slightly Wounding Him. 
Arthur Wynn, son of J. O. Wynn, of 8 
Merritts avenue, was accidentally shot 
with a parlor rifie last Thursday night, 
and he is at present receiving the atten- 
tion of a physician at the residence of 
his father. Arthur, who is about eight 
years old, and his brother, Alf, about eleven 
years of age, were playing with a parlor’ 
rifle at their home, when the rifle, while 


| in the hands of the latter, was discharged. 


The ball struck young Arthur Wynn in 
the wrist and ranged downward, inflicting 
a flesh wound on his body. The wound, 
however, is very slight and the patient is 
expected by them to recover in a few 
days.

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DEGRADING GEN. GOMEZ 
BUT MAKES HIM GREATER 
Cienfuegos, Cuba, March 14.—(Special.}— 


The action of the so-called “Cuban as-. 


sembly” in degrading General Maximo Go- 
mez, taking from him his office, titles and 
functions as general-in-chief of the Cuban 
army has created the intensest excitement 


throughout the island. The people are di-' 


vided by it into two hostile parties, butithe 
break is a long way down the line, with the 
assembly heading: the tail end party. Go- 
mez ig the ido] and master of the great ma- 
jority of the patriotic Cubans. . 

Bitterly Condemned. 

On all sides can be heard bitter condem- 
nation of the decision of the assembly. It 
is pronounced usurpatory, unwarranted, 
disgraceful and ungrateful. The manifesto 
of Gomez—a document of great dignity, 
self-abnegation and patriotic pathos—has 
been read eagerly, with the accompani- 
ments of tears and fierce indigation. The 
loyal ‘Cubans declare that no attention 
should be paid to the action of the junta at 
Havana and that Gomez must be besought 
to remain in the country, in his office and 
in his work as the spokesman of the gen- 
vine people and interests of Cuba. If he is 
net toc utterly disgusted to give ear to 
10,000 such appeals he will ignore :the as- 
sembly in the end and continue his role as 
“father of the country.”’ 

Not Without Friends. 

But the assembly, which is a collection of 
army chieftains, selected by vote of the 
forces in the field for certain represénta- 
tive purposes, claims. now to be the “su- 
preme power’’ of the Cuban nation, charged 
with the work of creating the future con- 
stititional, national government. They 
are not without friends. Since the signing 
of the protocol between Spain and the 
United States there has existed a strong if 
not numerous faction in Cuba,” whose first 
principle has been always to distrust and 
dispose of Maximo: Gomez. They have 
hated him as an interloper who seized the 
leadership, who assumed to be “the whole 
thing’ in the revolution and who sup- 
pressed the personal ambitions of all 
others who scught to figure as his rivals 
for supremacy in)the regard of the peopie. 
These men have constantly sought to 
prejudice Gomez with the army and to 
create suspicion of him among the ignorant 
masses of the npeaple. Where they dared do 
it they have charged that he is really the 
tool of the Americans to betray the island 
into their hands through the process of an- 
nexation and, where a subtler policy was 
needed, they have insinuated that he is too 
old, childish, egotistic arid pliable to be a 
safe leader in a crisis like tH@t through 
which Cuba is now passing. 

Their success in the campaign against 
the old hero was so small, however, that at 
last the desperate device had to be ven- 
tured and so we have “the resolution of 
destitution,’’ so-called. ; 

The Work of Radicals. 

The element here that is still favorable, 
on the one hand to annexation or on the 
other hand to Spanish justification, is: hold- 
ing the attitude of the man who “told you 
so!’ They point to the action of: the as- 
sembly as the work of irreconcilables and 
ingrates and declare that it is the signal of 
motives and methods destined to anarchize 
and destroy the political fortunes of Cuba 
libre. They say it is but the beginning of 
a series of antics by the leaders of the 
radical element in Cuban affairs that will 
soundly convince the Americans and all 
other civilized nations that the Cubans are 
a .fickle, half-savage, inept horde that 
cannot be entrusted with self-government. 
And those>- who so declafe are glad to be 
believed. While they champion the side of 
Gomez as against the assumptions of the 
assembly it is not because they hove Goméz 
more, but the assembly less. While admit- 
ting that Gomez is entitled to respect and 
gratitude for his services to the cause of 
Cuban independence, they are yet frank 
enough to declare that they do not believe 
Cuban independnce is the best thing for 
the Cubans and to champion immediate an- 
nexation to the United States, What the 
best present and future interests of Cuba 
imperatively demand in their judgment are 
the power of an overwhelmingly strong 
government—the peace, regulation and re- 
generation that it will insure. 

The Doubtful Future. 

And now, what about the future? The 
intervenors—the government of the United 
States—is yet to be heard from. It has 
been conducting negotiations with Gomez 
and to that extent recognizing his right to 
represent ‘the ‘Cubans, and it has distinctly 
said to the assembly that its acts would 
not be accepted as those of a constituent 
body, possessed of Cuban sovereignty and 
entitled to negotiate or dictate for the 


, Cuban people. So, in the face of the action 
' the assembly has taken concerning Gomez, 


the question becomes urgent—how will the 
United States treat the matter? Gomez 
being stripped of his office by the assembly 
will he be further recognized iby the Wash- 
ington government as a proper party to 


treat with in the disbursement of the $3,000,-: 


000 gratuity to his army? If not, and the 
assembly having been already repudiated 
at Washjngton, who will be recognized as 
standing in Gomez’s stead? The question 
is a serious one with the army, especially. 
They are destitute, hungry, desperate, 
even dangerous, if not speedily relieved and 
returned to their homes and the productive 
employments of peuce. 

They will, if this $3,000,000 is thus snatched 
from their siarving mouths, either immo- 
late the assembly or take to the brush and 
the hills again, in sheer madness, imperil 
the peace of the whole isiand and cause a 
repetition here of the bluody work now in 
progress in the Philippines. 

The American Interest. 

However the situation may appear to our 
fellow citizens at home in the United States 
it has but one complexipn and golution to 
those of us who are here in mediag res. 
Our government is under moral bonds to 
the civilized world that Cuba shail no 
longer figure 1s a disturber of the peace 
of mankind. The only visible, sure way to 
execute that bond is to hold the island 
firmly in hand for the preseni govern it 
with just, economical, unrelaxing militaty 
discipline and insist upon the observance 
of American laws in the interest of internal 
peace, the reconstruction of homes and in- 
dustries and the final sensible anbitration 
of the future destiny of the country. We 
do not hesitate to believe that such a re- 
gime for a few years will result in the ab- 
sorption, by natural political logic, of the 
island into the territory and dominion of 
the United States. Such a result will cer- 
tainly be the best possible of fortunes for 
the Cubans and, in the long run, be ac- 
ceptable to the people of the United States.
